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that it became practiſed in almoſt 
every town in France. The Sweden- 
borg doctrines aſſiſting it not a little; 
it ſpread wider, and Dr. De Mainan- 
due brought it to England in 1787. 
Dr. De Mainanduc is a man mid- 
wife, and this eaſily accounts for his 
_ firſt addreſſing the ladies on the ſub- 
ject of-this becoming faſhionable prac- 
tice; and as ſoon as twenty ladies 
ſhould join their names to form a ſo- 
ciety, the day ſhould be appointed 
for the firſt meeting at his houſe, 
where they paid fiftcen guineas each, 
which was to include the whole ex- 
nce of exhibition and treatment. 
M . Meſimer's theory, though the ori- 
inal one was now laid aſide, and Dr. 
e Mainanduc went further into the 
ſcience, and added, as we are in- 
formed, dignity to the art, for the 
former's method ſavoured much of ſu- 
perſtitious juggling in natural things. 
It is true, that want of proper Ill 
in the knowledge of diſeaſes, and dl 
the means of conducting a patient 
through a criſis, was the cauſe of ſome 
objections from ſuch as could not dil- 
B 2 tinguiſh 
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tinguiſh between the art and the ope- 
rator, but blamed the foriner for we 
blunders of the latter. 

Dr. De Majnanduc had ſuch ſuccels 
that he roſe his courle of inſtruction 
to twenty-five gumeas, and ſometime 
after to one hundred and fifty for the 
whole courle, with a N. B. at the 
bottom of his propoſals, expreſſing, 
that, che ſubſcription was to be paid 
when the name was given in. For 
treatment and conſultation, from one 
guinea to ſiſteen, and each month's 
treatment to be paid for at its com- 
mencement. ; 

Magneuſts muluplied upon the 
world in an incredible manner, and 
the ſcience feemed to have arrived at 
a great degree of perſection. In 1785, 
Mr. Meſſmer had taught his ſecret to 
three hundred pupils, and Dr. D'E1- 
fon had inſtructed one hundred and 
iixty phyſicians before the cloſe of 
2786, belides ſome hundreds of un- 
ue diſciples; to which might 
be added an incredible number of per- 


ſons, who either from their own {tu- 


dies, or from iulltuctions given them 
by 
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by others, not only acquired a know- 
ledge of, but practiſed this method, 
ſo that as early as 1786, the number of 
theſe practitioners was infinite, and 
ſpread the character of the art far and 
vide, but we are ſorry to ſay, with- 
out equally raiſing it in the ſcaleof 
perfection. Er 
It cannot be expected in a brief 
treatiſe like this, to enumerate the 
tenth part of the profeſſors of abilities; 
we ſhall only ſet down here a few in 
alphabetical order. Mr. Cue, Mr. 
Hollowav, Mr. Loutherbourg, Mr. 
Parker, Mrs. Prat, and the American 
Dr. Yeldal of Moorhelds, have been 
the molt famous, and likewiſe the moſt 
_ generous and diſintereſted in 3 
forming that art upon objects who had 
not the ability to reward their labours 
in the manner they deſerved. 

Magnetiſm was now at its height. 
Mrs. Prat informs us, that 3000 per- 
ſons have wanted at one time, to gain 
admiſſion at Mr. De Loutherbourg's, 
at Hammerſmith; and ſhe very juſtly 
complains of ſome perlons ſelling their 
R 3 tickets, 
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tickets, for two, three, and even five 
guincas each. „ 

The progreſs of Magnetiſin was at 
this time (1789) much accelerated bß 
Mr. Holloway's*. lectures, which he 
read for a reaſonable premium to a 
<apſiderable number of; pupils, and, 
it is faid, he has realiſed a fortune of 

two thouſand pounds. Some time 
4ince, he publiſhed propoſals for a 
Aezentific treatiſe on this ſubject, but 
his diſciples remonſtrating upon the 
injuſtice of publiſhing to the world 
what they had paid a valuable conſi- 
deration for, he generouſly withdrew 
the ſcheme; 1 here we conclude 
the hiſtory, though in che courſe of 
the work we ſhall give ſuch anecdotes. 
as ſhall illuſtrate the ſubject to our 
readers, and conclude the hiſtory with 
obſerving, that thoſe who wiſh to be-

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| T7 E dottrine of a vacuum has long 
been exploded with the fables of 
antiquity. Modern philoſophy has 
admitted a enum or univerſal princi- 
le of fluid matter, which occupies all 
Fat ; and that'as all bodies moving 
in the world, abound with pores, this 
{ud matter introduces itſelf through 
the interſtices and returns backwards 
and forwards, flowing through one 
body by the currents which illue 
therefrom to another, as in a magnet, 
| which

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which produces that | phenomenon we 
call Animal Magnetiſm. This fluid 


conſiſts of fire, air and ſpirit, and like 
all other fluids tends to an equilibrium, 


therefore it is eaſy to conceive how 
the efforts which the bodies make to- 
-wards each other produce animal elec- 
tricity, which in fact is no more than 


the effett produced between two bo- 
dies, one of which has more motion 
than the other; a phenomena ſerving 
to prove that the body which has mol 
motion communicates it to the other, 
until che medium of motion becomes 
an equilibrium between the two bo- 
dies, and then this equality of motion 
produces animal elefiricity.. But -e- 
uality and reciprocity of motion pro- 


duce Animal Magnetiſm, while it is 
the purpoſe of nature that animal 


electricity ſhouldexiſt only to produce 


(as tinder does fire) Animal Mag- 


netiſm; thus the former ends where 


che latter begins. Philoſophers have 
compared the human body to an elec- 
trie 


1 machine, they have fuppoſed 


the arms the conductors, the fingers 
the pointers, which any one may ex- 


perience 
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perience by trying. Hold the fingers 
of both hands for ſome time towards 
the . pericardium, and you may 
eaſily perceive all the effects of elec- 
tricity on the invalid's body. Continue 
the motion till the electrical fluid be- 
gins to be more agitated, and it will 
loon flow with greater rapidity from 
your fingers, but this will only be in 
proportion as your mental "Ges 5 
are engaged in the work. Earnelt- 
nels. to execute the utmoſt that your 
abilities will perform, is the only me- 
thod that can be „ nor 
can any further directions be given 
towards accompliſhing the bulinels, 
than juſt to obſerve, that, as nature 
does not act beyond herſelf, yours 
mult be the endeavours to work up 
the plaſtic powers of fancy to a pro- 
per pitch; and this you will ſoon be 
able to perceive by the degree of fit 
or CRists, the patient is put into, 
But if the treatment does t produce 
the alteration required, you may de- 
end upon it, his commuance W En; 
tirely owing to an obſtinate mind and 
mode of realoning, for a man may 


be 
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be fooliſh enough to withſtand tlie 
ſtrongeſt conviction that can be 
brought againſt him, and in ſuch a 
caſe, his reſtoration can never be 
brought about by the means of this 
ſcience. 
Notwithſtanding the cloud and 
myſtery that has been caft over this 
ſcience, to keep it concealed from the 
multitude, and great ſums have been 
8 for the knowledge of it, it has 
ill been known and practiſed by emi- 
nent men in every age. Not to recur 
to more remote times, Sir Kenelm 
Digby knew the ſecret, and his ſym- 
pathetic powder: was no other than a 
vehicle to convey the power. The 
eſſential efficacy of the royal touch in 
ſcrophulous eaſes is intirely- owing to 
Animal Magnetiſm, and a penny bar- 
ber can as well do away the £v1L, as 
a ſovereign on his throne: Valentine 
Greatacre, the ſtroaker, performed in 
London ſeveral eures to the aſtoniſh- 
ment of many of the faculty, nor 
could they account how they were 
done, any more than the Paris com- 
millioners in what manner modern 
magnet; 
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magnetical operators affected their pa- 
tients. 
In the following pages, the different 
modes of treatment, with proper ex- 
amples, are laid down in as plain a 
manner, and in as few words as the 
ſubject will admit of, and ſome ſew 
caſes. are reported. 
The author of this little treatiſe, is

51 A ECORDING to Dr. De Mainan- 

| duc, it is within the capacity of 
every one to become a perfect maſter 
ok this moſt eſſential ſcience, and what

is moſt wonderful, without a teacher 
too, for as every branch of ſcience 


proceeds from principles, the ele-

ments of the corpuſcular philoſophy 
evidently evince the exiſtence of Ani- 
mal Magnetiſm. It requires no me- 
dical eaten to profeſs 1t with 
iuccels, and the knowledge of diſeaſes 
15 not neceſſary to conduct a perſon 
through. a criſis. Mrs. Pratt has given 
us a hit of cures performed without 
medicine : though Mr, Loutherburg 
has often condeſcended to preſcribe 
to his patients, Mr. Cue 1s very much 
againſt the faculty, inſomuch that he 
recommends rubbing yourſelt all over 
with a coarle cloth every morning, to 
which he adds, drink no ſpirituous 
liquors. Dr. Graham in his lecture 
gave the ſame advice. 

It is from analogy. and aſſociation 
that magnetiſm derives 1s chief origin. 
Though animal magnetiſm was from 
the beginning of the world, it has 
been known and practiſed but by 
few, and loſt and forgotten alternate- 
ly, from the time of Adam to the pre-. 
lent day. Sölomon, the wile king of 
the jews, knew that diſeaſes might be 
mitigated and cured, by exiting parti- 
cular affections and paſſions of the 
5 C mind 5 
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mind; and Ariſtotle ſuſpects that hyſ- 
terical caſes may be produced to a 
dangerous degree of convulſion ; now 
this evidently proves the exiſtence of 
ſomething beyond the line of medical 
power to remove. Too intenſe ſtudy 
will produce epileptic fs, which are 
certainly affettions of the mind, and 
-which cannot be removed in the courſe 
of common or ſpecial medical practice.

Fuſt. Be as much aft radled as pol- 


ſible; put every other thought and idea 

out of your mind, and ſeek to enter in, 

and for a time take poſſeſſion of the 
ſubject, whom you are about to treat. 

_ . Secondly. Let your mind be filled 

with em and benevolence towards 

| Es 3 
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the ſubject that you are treating. Let all 
the energy of your ſoul be hxed on 
the rehet of your patient, and gene- 
rally ſuecels will follow. 

Thirdly. Let there be a conſtant 
intention within you; keep up an idea 
of the complaint you wiſh to remove; 
be carneſtly deſirous to give all the aſ- 
ſiſtance iv your power towards the re- 
let of the ſubject. Kindneſs, pity, 
conſtant intention and compaſſion, are 
great promoters ol tuccels in this mat» 
ter, Strange as this may ſeem, you 
will find it true, and thoſe who have 
_ conſidered the amazing powers of 
iympaiby and anupathy will caſily fee 
u reaſonable. 

Fourthly., Exert the ſtrong inter- 
nal faculty of v9/zt:0n, or our will, to- 
wards the ſubject that you are called 
to treat; determine to do good to the 
diſeaſed; and you will find oftentimes 
a ilrange connection with thoſe whom 
vou are treating.—'This is produced. 
by che incorporation of the atmol- 
pheres, and as each body has an at- 
moſphere around it, they have a 

tronger power 0 cach other. And 

2 ES, as 
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as the principles of this ſcience, are 
in themſelves very powerful, the more 
they are combined and exerted, the 
greater will be their force, and the 
more conſpicuous the effects of the 
treatment will bc. 

If the power of the mental facul- 
ties in men were known, they would 
be ſurprized at themſelves; but theſe 

wers lie latent till they are proved 
by ſenfible operations really to exiſt. It 
has been frequently obſerved, that 
when perſons are ſpoken of they are 
near, and ſoon come into fight, and 
when you think on abſent perſons, it 
is often found they are at the ſame 
time as earneſtly engaged in thinking 
on you. Many inſtances of the amaz- 
ing power of ſympathy muſt have 
been manifeſted to all attentive ob- 
ſervers. Conſider this, and apply it 
with all your might to the preſent ſub- 
Jeet, according to the above direc- 
—̃ i! | - 

| . e briefly the prin- 
ciples of this wonderful ſcience; I ſhall 


next conſider the modes of treatment. 
Different people have different modes; 
2 but 
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but I need only mention two, as they 


are enough for the purpole. One is 


by the ſcience itſelf without any mo- 
tion of the hands: this is an act of the 
mind, and the ſtronger the mental 


powers are in any operator, and the 


more they are exerted, the more ef- 
ſectual the treatment will be. 
In this method you muſt be quite 
abſtracted, be abſent from all other 
things; place your thoughts intenſely 
upon the {ubjett on which you wiſh to 
operate. Let the intention of Your 


nund be kept to the work as cloſely. as 


pollible, accompanied wich the uunoſt 


exeritons of deſire, or the ſtrongeſt 
powers of your will and allections. Put 
forih all your internal powers 1n the 
molt energie manner. It is aſtoniſhing 
what ſenhble eflects will reſult from 
this operation, even {o as ſometimes ta 
raile a hand from a table. But the 
ſubject upon whom you would make 
your trial, {ſhould be one who will make 
no reſiſtance, nor ſtrive againſt you. 
In whatever caſe you are called ta 
operate have a proper conſidence; and 


8 do 
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do not be difcouraged il your expec- 
tations ſhould not be fully anſwered at 
firft, but perſevere, and make fre- 
nent trials; for in this, as in every 
* elſe, it isa good rule that pract:ce 
makes perfect, and the more you enter 
into the ſpirit of the ſcience, and the 
more frequently and earneſtly = 
practiſe it, the more likely you will be 
to have both confidence and ſuccels. 
The other method of treating, is by 
ufing the hands according to ſcience; 
for both muſt concur together. The 
motion of the hands may be uſeſul to 
keep up the attention of the operator, 
and give a kind of force to the mind; 
beſides, the fingers are a kind of natu- 
ral conduttors, 5 which the effluvia 
is conveyed from one body to another; 
and you will perceive the complaints 
of the patients by your ſingers, ſoon- 
er than by any other means. 
When you move your hands properly 
and fervently, with full intention, and 
fervent wiſhes to do good tothe patient, 
exerting all your faculties to produce 
the moſt ſalutary effects, you will ſoon 
perceive the conſequences, both in 
yourſelf 
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yourſelf, and thoſe whom you treat. 
Some will be much ſooner aftected 
than others, and much more ſenſibly. 
The patient will frequently fect a kind 
of warm and glowing ſenſation, under 
the treatment, though ſometimcs the 
eontrary ſenſation will be percerved; 
and the operator will often find his 
hands and fingers ſeized with a ſenfa- 
tion of heat, pain, numbneſs, or prick- 
ing, as when any-part is afleep, and 
frequently by the power of ſympathy, 
he will feel pain m the ſame part of 
his body as the patient has it. 

It is neceſſary now to mention ſome 
of thole diſorders to which the body is- 
ſubject, and which this operation is 
moſt likely to remove. 1 

Many dilcaſes at firſt arile from 
obſtructions, and the want of a proper 
circulation of the blood and juices. 
Perlpiration ſuddenly checked pro- 
duces colds, and thele often lay the 
foundation of mcurable diſorders, as 

conſumptions, coughs, &c. 
This tctence is of great uſe in re- 
moving all theſe ob/truttons, elpect- 
ally in their beginning. When _ 
| 7 
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by the complaint of the patient, or- 
your own {ympathetic ſechngs, you 
perceive an obſlruttion, and find 
where it lies, apply all the ſlrength and 
power of your mind and will io the 
part affected, with the utmoſt energy 
that you are maſter of: Let all your 
mental powers be engaged therein, ac- 
cording to the foregoing rules. The 
diſorders of the head deſerve a particu- 
lar place here; for all that are affected 
with any complaint in that part. 
ol the body, muſt be ſenſible that 
when the head is fick, the heart is, 
aint, and the whole frame is out of 
order. 
The kead-ach, is frequnetly cauſed. 
by a foul ſtomach; in that caſe 
it will be proper to treat the ſtomach 
moſt, moving the hands up and. 
down, by which the bile will be agi- 
tated, and the patient ſenſibly relieved. 
When this pain is cauſed by obſtruc- 
tions in the head, that part muſi be 
chiefly treated; and that treatment 
will moſt commonly give immediatc 
eaſe, and help nature to overcome the 
complaint, as I have experienced. 


Deajneſs 
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Deafneſs, is a troubleſome com- 


plaint; and thoſe who are afillict- 


ed with it, are generally very defirous 
of being relieved; let not ſuch deſpair; 
for there have been ſeveral inſtances 
where deafneſs has been cured, after 
fome years continuance, by frequent 
treatments. Great care ſhould be ob- 


ſerved left the party ſhould take cold 


oon after the treatment, and thus the 


diſorder be made worle inſtead of be ing 


readily cured. This was the caſe of 
a young lady not far from London, 
who had from her childhood been in- 
cl ning to deafnefs, and of late years 
was very deaf indecd. She was cured 
ſo far as to hear the leaſt noiſe, and 
was quite diſturbed at the converſation 
which before ſhe could not hear ; and 
this continued ſome weeks: but by 
taking cold, her deafneſs returned as 
bad as before. » 

In order to tfeat for this complaint, 
let the patient be placed at a little dil- 
tance,with the earinclininga ſmall de- 
gree towa . think intenſely on the 
part affected, as if you would have 
your thoughts or ideas enter into

and paſs through the head; moving 
your hands backwards and forwards, 
pointing to the part affected. Conti- 
nue this treatment for ſome time, and 
generally good eltects will follow. 
The Kan. is a dreadful and 
dangerous complaint, by which many 
have loſt their lives; yet this has been 
lately removed from a young woman 
in London, by the treatment, when the 
phyſicians judged her utterly incurable. 
The firſt time ſhe was treated, 
ſoon after the treatment began, ſhe 
was able to open her mouth ſo as to 
receive the handle of a tea-ſpoon, and 
preſently after the bowl, though be- 
ore ſhe was not able to open her 
teeth in the ſmalleſt degree. She was 
afterwards treated till ſhe could take in 
the handle and then the bowl of a 
larger ſpoon, and open her mouth wide 
enough for any purpoles; and the whole 
within the ſpace of twenty minutes. 
In order to treat a perſon in this ter- 
rible dilorder, place the patient before 
you, and direct your attention to the 
- oe as before directed for deafneis. 
8 Inflammation, 
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Inflammation of the eyes, has been 
frequently treated with [ncceſs: during 
the operation, engage your whole atten- 
tion to the part affected, and endeavour 
with all your mind to draw out the in- 
flammation. Always keep in memory 
that the mind muſt be wholly employ- ö 
ed, as this is much more neceſſary than | 
the motion of the hands; but I think 1 
the tratment is molt efficacious when | 
both go together as they ſhould. 
Dan in the limbs, or in any other 
part of the body, may be mitigated, ; 
relieved, and in many inſtances, totally þ 
removed by this method of treatment. | 
Old and ſtubborn pains, require fre- 


quent and = treating, und the prac- 
titoner ſhould not be diſcouraged, 
but perſevere, ſtill hoping for fuccels. f 

levers may be greatly rcheved by

The ſcience is at preſent but in its be- 
gona, and herald it is not yet re- 
uced to a certainty Whether or not it 
will prove generally efficacious in fits ; 
| lome 
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ſome few have been curedand more re- 
lieved, but iy m/e inſtances, as far as 
I have known, no univerſal ſervice has 
yet been done, neither in epileptic nor 
convullive fits, nor paralytic caſes. 
_ Removing obſtructions. of all kinds 
appears to be its principal ule; and 
when it is conſidered that molt dilor- 
ders proceed therefrom, it will evi- 
denily appear, that the treatment 
ought not to be neglected in any 
common caſe. There is this farther tobe 


ſaid in favour of it, that it cannot do 


harm in any caſe; and, may be pro-
